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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 107 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hawes et al 
(3760544). 

Hawes et al (figure 4) shows a clip comprising an upper platform (40), a lower resilient 
finger (30) attached to the upper platform (40), a muntin retainer (36, 34) projection from an 
upper surface of the upper platform. 

3. Claims 108-109 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hawes et al 
(3760544). 

Hawes et al (figure 4) shows a clip comprising a base (38), a base support including a 
pair of side walls (40, 30) disposed on a bottom side of the base, a retainer (36) projecting 
outwardly from the base, the side walls of the base support are connected by a central wall (32) 
to form an H-shaped base support. 

4. Claims 110-121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hawes et al 
(3760544). 

Hawes et al (figure 4) shows a clip comprising an upper platform (40) including an upper 
surface and a lower surface opposite said upper surface, a lower resilient finger (30) coupled to 
the upper platform proximate the lower surface, the lower resilient finger including an end 
portion, a muntin retainer (36, 34) extending away from the upper surface of the upper platform, 
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the upper platform including a first side and a second side opposite the first side (figure 4, the 
sides being at the vertical ends of part 40), the lower resilient finger is coupled to the lower 
surface proximate one of the first side and the second side, the upper platform and the lower 
resilient finger being integral, the lower resilient finger being cantilevered from the upper 
platform (per the part 32). 

Hawes et al shows all the claimed structural limitations. Hawes' s structures thus 
inherently can function as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/05, and 5/5/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The claims to the clip only are still injectable by the reference Hawes et al. As 
stated above, Hawes et al shows all the claimed structural limitations. The arguments are thus 
moot.
